The  joint  cotmiiiuec  on  the  Library,  beg  leave  lespeclfuiiy  lo 
rept)rt,  ihat  liiey  have  esatDinerl  ihe  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the 
Liljrarian  fiii-  the  year  1844,  and  find  that  the  ap[)ropriation  of 
^500,  for  liic  augnientafion  oi"  the  Library,  has  been  fairly  and 
judiciuusiy  disbursed.

note  in  "Dorscy's  Conipilaiion,"  under  the  appropriate  title  and 
pas^e,  each  and  every  alteration  and  aniendnienl,  which  ^hall  he 
made  in  the  laws  at  each  .st^s^ion,  have  .se\erally  heen  complied 
with. 

In  obedience  to  a  resoliuioa  of  tiie  Le;4ic;iatuie,  passed  in  1837, 
•  eriain  Pnpoid  and  DocunienLs,  relaiini;  lo  (he  early  history  of  the 
Slate  were  piacluibcd  of  the  J^xccntors  of  Horace  Ridoiil — (liev 
were  not  ftdly  examined  by  any  one  conipeteiit  to  form  a  proper 
estimate  of  their  importance,  until  these  distinguished  scholars 
ami  historians,  ;\le;?5rs.  liankiofL  and  Sparks,  came  to  Annapolis, 
and  perused,  and  by  the  periiiission  of  the  J.ie'.,nslaluie  previouslv 
obtained,  made  full  extracts  from  ih.cni.  'I'hesc  genllcujcn  con-'' 
enrred  in  the  opirn'on,  as  to  their  great  value,  and  pronounced 
them  to  be  of  fur  more  interest,  than  any  papers  comiected  with* 
our  early  history, to  be  found  in  the  archives  of  any  of  the  States. 
Anionic  these  papers  it  is  thought,  that  the  primary  cause  of  our 
Revolutionary  snuggle  may  be  discovered.  Beside  the  secret 
correspondence  of  the  afjents  of  (jlreat  Briiain,  whose  conduct 
was  the  subject  of  complaint  and  resistance,  they  disclose  the  true 
niotives-  for  the  course  pu;.-ued  by  tJie  mother  coimiry,and  of  its 
colonial  Governors,  3iany  matters  which  otherwise  are  inexpli- 
cable, arc  by  (hem  fully  exhibited  in  their  proper  light.  As  (he 
hand  of  time,  and  bad  usiige,  have  Iiorne  heavily  upon  them,  and 
as  there  is  every  probability,  that  these  records  will,  before  a  great 
lapse  of  time,  be  wholly  obliterated,  unless  some  nieasuies  are 
taken  for  their  preservation,  it  is  most  respectfully  suggested  to  the 
honorable  Committee,  whctiicr  some  steps  ougiit  not  (o  he  taken, 
to  collate  and  preserve  them — so  raie  and  precious  a  record,  ol 
the  most  important  era  in  the  history  of  our  State  and  rountiy  , 
oushi  not,  it  would  seem  (o  me,  lo  be  allowed  to  be  lost,  when 
by  (he  adoption  of  timely  measures,  and  at  a  small  cost,  it  can  so 
easily  be  preserved  and  perpeluateil.  The  increase  of  (he  l.ibrarv 
during  the  past  yeai.  has  been  ('i()-l  voliunei-.  The  last  catalogue 
was  prind.'d  in  1837;  sine-',  (hen,  (he  numbi.'r  of  books  added  to 
(he  l,il>rHiy  i^  veiy  ne.'uiy  live  (hoie-and,  which,  incidcaies  ih'' 
necessity  of  auihorising  anew  catalogue  to  b"  [iiepared.
